TO CONFERENCE COMMITTEE 


Oklahoma Delegation Will Endeavor 
to 
Make Bill Include Allot­ 
ment bf Half Bloods. 


Washington, May 13.—The bill re­ 
moving 
restrictions 
from 
lands 
of 
the Five Civilized Tribes of Okla 
homa, as amended by the sc mite com 
mittee on Indian affairs and report­ 
ed by Senator Owen, was passed by 
the 
senate 
today, 
as 
recommended 
by 
the 
committee. 
TD 
measure, 
having been amended after passing 
the house, will now go to a con­ 
ference committee and the Oklaho 
ma 
delegation 
will 
attem pt 
before 
that committee to have the bill rafse 
The limit go as to include halfbloods 
and 
will 
recommend 
other 
minor 
amendments. 
The 
original 
bill 
provided 
that 
restrictions should be removed from 
all 
lands, including homesteads, of 
allottees as of less than half blood 
but the senate committee amended 
it so as 
to extend to 
Indians of 
quarter or less than quarter blood 
and thus reduced the total from ten 
million to seven million acres. This 
amendment 
leaves 
Congressman 
Carter, a restricted Indian. 
All homesteads of mixed blood In­ 
dians 
having 
one-quarter 
or 
more 
than 
one-quarter 
Indian 
blood, 
in­ 
cluding 
minors, 
find 
all 
allotted 
lands of enrolled living full-bloods 
shall 
not be subject 
to alienation, 
contract to sell, power of attorney, 
or any other Incumbrance prior to 
April 26, 1913, except that the sec­ 
retary of the interior may remove
